have bought it. A slick salesman 
can sell you something that you 
do not even want, much less need, 
if you will just give him half a 
ehance, I make this suggestion 
about insurance as well as all oth- 
er things which folks are trying 
to sell you, do not buy unless you 
know the man who is selling it. 
These frauds are generally perpe- 
trated upon country foiks who do 
not have a chance to make an 
immediate investigation. We far- 
mers should be more careful than 
other folks, as crooks think we 
fare easy for them. Some guy 
came around last week trying to 
sell Sallie some kind of insurance 
ind I wish you could have seen 
him hump when Sallie got in be- 
hind him, She gave him a piece 
of her mind and the principal part 
of it was to the effect that she 
did not trade with strangers at 
any time or for anything. I think 
the man wanted to sell her a cof- 
fin on the installment plan, claim- 
ing that he would come around 
cach week and collect more on the 
coffin until she died. He hardly 
had time to-finish his tale before 
Sallie had him going down the 
walk to the road. She had the 
poker in one hand and the stick 
broom in the other. Sallie believes 
in insurance, all right, but home 
folks must sell it to her and she 
must know that the cash will be 
coming instead of a cheap box.
